1 have seen^^vitk that dog for maybe 7 
month* and had spoken with him and asked him why lie had such a big chain on that dog? I honestly 
can'! remember what his reply was. He die jell me the dog was deaf and had been brought over from 
Eurooe or somewhere to he a police dog and he was too kind and dea f to make K and that he had 
soucd the dog. t way concerned with the dogs condilhn, be was very skinny, but afVainN^tmestior. 
>out this, I spoke with a neighbor about it and asked what I should do, and she 
;p ] ce witli him, and he gave her sin answer that he was (tying to get weight on the dog as he 
was a rescue, I still don't know why you would go run with a dog with that heavy chain when the dog 
was that skinny. Our dumpster has a lock on it and only tenants can net in. The sound of thai besiirm 
will novel leave my head! I have done tots of remodeling and I know what metal hitling wood sounds 
like, from using a crowbar to tear out walls. Then? is NO doubt in my mind of that what I heard was 
him' beating that nice don. Please let me know iff can he of further assistance.
